Circuit  Court  to  vacate  that  portion  of  Warsaw  Street  lying 
north  of  Hawthorne  Street  (between  new  U.S.  27  and  Decatur 
Road)  which  dead  ends  at  the  south  line  of  Lot  No.  14  in 
Griffith  Acre  Addition.  The  petition  alleges  that  Hasley 
Realty  Corporation  owns  both  the  lots  on  each  side  of  the 
portion  of  Warsaw  Street  proposed  to  be  vacated  (lots  num- 
bered 10  and  11  in  Southview  Addition)  as  well  as  Lot  No.  14 
in  Griffith  Acre  Addition  which  lies  immediately  north  thereof.
